ATIONAL BANKS OF CALIFOR- 
NIA. 

National banking began in Cali- 
fornia in 1871, with one bank, of $1,- 
000,000 capital, without any surplus, 
with only $277,000 circulation, $199,000 
deposits, and $1.517,000 total assets. 


At the beginning of the present yéar 
California had ninety-five national 
banks, of $23,065,000 capital, with $14,- 
537,000 surplus and undivided profits, 
with $17,664,000 circulation, with 892. 
111,000 deposits, and 161.699.000 total 
assets. In other words, thirty-four years 
of national banking in California has 
produced the following increases:
